THE WAR AMD AMERICAN TRADE 


[From tho luter-Ocean ] 


There is a great war in Europe, and 


in thin country a favorable season, with 
every prospect of abundant erops. The 
wkeat orop, it is agreed, is nnttsnally 
large, and it is fair to suppose it will 
reach the market in excellent condition 
One estimate anticipates that tha orop 
this season will exceed that ot any ex- 
ceeding year by 17,000,000 bushels.

I the war in Europe hare in determining 
tbe favorable disposition oi the surplus 
of this orop?

The war is now fairly in progress. | 


The ooa't«8tants are more evenly mitoh- 
ed than was at first supposed, liussia 
wil not bo ablo to carry out her pro- 
gramme of a quiok and decisive cam- 
paign. There is no probability that 
the war will end before the wheat crop 
of this season is marketed. The fee*- 
ing of the aiuiiss in Bulgaria becomes, 
then, a factor in determining the dis- 
position of our large wheat crop.

bas three or four, or more, Mines,' 
hanging to its skirts, and these lino 
have separate establishments, and sepa- 
rate managers, officials, clerks and run- 
ners. They are in themselves, to all 
iaUnts and purposes, thoroughly organ- 
ised institutions, and aro only seconda- 
ry lo the railroad on whose tracks they 
run. It costs money to run theso 
lines, but competition his created them 
and made them appear as a necessity, 
Are they ? That it the question now 
agitating railroad circles, 
If the roads 


weuld pool east and west-bound earn- 
ings, thtn these lines would bo short- 
lived, since there would appear to re- 
main no field for their operations. They 
are, to all intents and purposes, the 
drummers of the railroad companies, 
aad they engage in tho vocation with 
the same pertinacity of purpose as do 
the brass-jeweled gentleman known as 
'commercial travelers,' This lino ques- 
tion is one of the nuts whioh railroad 
corporations will have to crack ere 
long."

According to the Board of Trade 


returns published in the London Ec<m\ 
onuit, the imports of wheat into the 
United Kingdom for the past six 
months of 1877 show an increase over 
those of tho corresponding six months 
of 187C of 852,040 bushels. Although 
the principal demand tor American 
wheat comus from England, tho United 
States did not share in this increase for 
1877. 
On the contrary, the receipts 


for tho first aix months of 187C were 
17,914,3118 bushels, while for the first 
aix mouths ol the present year they 
wore only 10,300,900 bushels. From 
the other countries contributing to 
the English supply there was an in- 
oreaso »f 20 per oont. from Kussia, and 
50 por oont from Germany. The im- 
ports fiom Franco were quintupled and 
those from 
India doubled. 
There 


was a falling off only from tho United 
States, Turkey, and the Turkish pro- 
vinces, Egypt sod Australia. 


These figures have reference princi- 


pally to last year's orop, whon there 
was a light yield^n this country. In 
I87C, ot the 17,014,338 bushels im- 
ported into England from tha United 
States, tho Atlantic ooast furnished 
about five-ninths and the Pacific coast 
tho remainder. In the first half of 
1877 tho order was reversed. The At- 
lantic states furnished only 29 por cent. 
of 16,300,900 bushels, the 
Pacific 


states providing 12,844,160 bushels. 
This would indicate that the falliig off 
in the English imports from this coun- 
try was partly due to the light crop in 
the Atlantic states. 


The Economiit says the closing of 


tho Blaok Sea ports immediately stops 
a tenth part of the English supplies. 
The dispatches from the most fertile 
sections of Bulgaria, stale that tho 
crops aro rotting on tho ground, and 
may bo counted as lost. The country

This view of the 
matter must be considered in discussing 
tho advantages likely to accrue to the 
United States. Anticipation must not 
be too high, There are too many 
strange elements entering into the situ- 
ation to warrant the realisation of all 
the hopes of men who see in the Eu- 
ropean war,and the present condition 
of affairs in Bulgaria, a something that 
is to give new life to all departments 
of business in this country. But it is 
safe to say that England and the conti- 
nental nations will want pur surplus 
crops, and that the price paid (modified 
as they will bo by speculation in this 
country), will be fair, to say the least.

Olyp- 
hant refused to admit him, when Sornggs 
drew a piatot and lired, the ball striking 
Olyplunt in the right breast, inflicting 
a wound which terminated hit life in a 
very short time. Scruggs at ODOC start- 
ed to Oak Hills, but was soon overtak- 
en by a party of four man who wanted 
to arrest him.
